No certéte called for by any provisions of the
building code shall be issued based on such repaléss the same are in writing and
certified by a responsible officer of such service.

4 The work does not include the installation of a woodstove, pellet
stove, or gas stove.
(b) No permit or fee shall be required for new roofering, siding—at-windews-and
doors carpeting, draperies, painting, installation adrgonal property and floor
covering.
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
